London, July 2.—Great Brit­ 
ain today threw cold water on 
Secretary of State Kellogg’s pro­ 
posal for a new conference of the 
powers 
to 
iron 
out Chinese 
troubles that have resulted in 
the present widespread disord­ 
ers in that country. 
“China must put her house in 
order before there can be any 
conference to discuss matters of 
extra 
territoriality,” 
said 
a 
statement from the foreign of­ 
fice. 
British officials were mani­ 
festly 
surprised 
at 
Kellogg’s 
move for no communication had 
been received from Washington 
they asserted. 
In 
the. absence 
of 
such 
official 
communication, foreign office officials 
said they, believed the United States 
would continue to co-operate with the 
other powers interested in China and 
deal with the issue of extra territor­ 
iality, only after China herself has 
cleared up the present situation and 
shown herself able to protect for­ 
eign lives and property."

American 
move toward a new' international con­ 
ference to thresh out and adjust the 
multitude of perplexing problems in­ 
cident to the Chinese disturbances 
received a cool reception in Great 
Britain toilay. 
While I he British government may 
not' go na *fer -ae to formally oppose 
Secretary lof State Kellogg’s proposed 
^conference it was made plain in offi­ 
cial 
quarters 
today 
that 
British 
statesmen are not enamored of 
idea and probably will seek a delay 
until the present situation in China 
is straightened out. 
Foreign Minister Austen Chamber­ 
lain has already stated that Britain 
sees no reason for considering the 
question of the extra territorial rights 
now held by foreign powders in China. 
In fact, the British charge d’affairs 
at Pekin, has been lnatructed to tell 
the Chinese authorities flatly tlifc 
Great Britain is opposed to consider­ 
ation of this question so long as 
China shows herself unable to sup­ 
press the foreign disorders at Shang­ 
hai, Hong Kong and other places. " 
The British policy is based pri­ 
marily upon British trade and the 
need for its protection in China. 
The Daily Express spoke frankly 
on

showed 
clearly what is in the back of British 
minds. 
"Twenty-five per cent of the in­ 
habitants of the world live in China,'“< 
said

positions to state administration, so that they shall look at 
the problems of O h i o in a big and intelligent way.
